BATTLING MARINES 
-AND CONSTABULARY 


Four of the Nicaraguan 
Force Are Killed in 
Hot Encounter. 


GROUP OF 40 FIGHT 
OFF 300 ATTACKERS 


Machine Guns Are Silenced by 
Americans, Who Lose All 
in Making Retreat. 


Managua, Oct. 18 (A.P).—American 
Marines and Nicaraguan constabulary, 
in search of the missing Marine Corps 
aviators, Second Lieut. E. A. Thomas 
and Sergt. Frank E. Dodell, have en- 
gaged in battle with bandit contingents, 
killing or wounding 67 of them. 
Four members of the constabulary were 


among the Marines.

It was near 
Quilali, in this department, that the 
machine in which Thomas and Dowdell 
were flying some weeks ago crashed 
and was burned.

Searching for Airmen. 


Lieut. George J. J. O’Shea, U. 8S. 
Marine Corps, commanding a constab- 
ulary detachment at Jicaro, with 
Lieut.

Navy, sends a report of a forced march 
to Quilali in search of Lieut. Thomas 
and Sergt. Dowell with joint forces 
of 40 Marines and constabulary. On 
account of the long distance, from 
Jicaro the report has been delayed. It 
tells of terrific fighting between the 
bandits and Marines, when the rescuing 
patrol of 40 was suddenly attacked 
by bandits numbering 300 from three 
sides. Heavy execution was inflicted 
on the bandits by several of the Marines 
in individual engagements, and Lieut 
O’Shea’s life was saved' by Private Ken- 
neth, who killed a bendss at close

The report just received tells of the

Report Tells of Battle. 

The report reads: 

“The patrol early in the morning of 
September 9, advancing cautiously in 
the vicinity of the crashed plane, on 
Supotilla Mountain, 6 miles northwest 
of Quilali, was suddenly attacked from 
three sides by a bandit force of 500, well 
armed and with plenty of ammunition

“The patrol fought courageously 
against the sup-rior numbers, but was 
forced to withdraw and fight its way 
to the rear. Lieut. O’Neil and Private

SARGENT SIGNS RELEASE 


(Associated Press.) 

Earl Carroll, New York theatrical pro- 
ducer, will be released from the At- 
lanta Penitentiary within the next few 
days. 

The recommendation of the parole 
board for his release was approved yes- 
terday by Attorney General Sargent and 
papers were forwarded immediately to 
the warden of the penitentiary direct- 
ing him to liberate the prisoner. 

Carroll began serving a sentence of a 
year and a day June 8 for perjury in 
connection with his famous bath tub 
party on the stage of a New York thea- 
ter. He became eligible for parole on 
October 8, and on Monda, the board 
passed favorably on his application 
This action, however, did not become 
known until yesterday, when it was an- 
nounced by the. Attorney General. 

In addition to his prison sentence. 
Carroll was fined $2,000. He was de- 
scribed in the parole application as a 
model prisoner with a marked improve- 
ment.in health after his collapse on his 
way to prison, when he was removed 
from the train and kept for sometime 
in a Greenville, S. C., hospital. 

Conditions under which Carroll’s. pa- 
role was granted include one that dur- 
ing the term of his parole he is not to 
frequent saloons or other places where 
intoxicating liquors are “sold or fur- 
nished, and that. he will not drink in- 
toxicating beverages.” 

Carroll also will be required to ab- 
stain during the time of his parole from 
associating with persons of bad reputa- 
tion, in all respects to conduct himself 
honorably and work diligently and hon- 
estly for himself and his employer and 
to avoid “violating the law.” 

Atlanta, Ga., Oct. 18 (A.P.).—Ear! 
Carroll probably will be released from 
the Federal penitentiary here. rhurs- 
day, Warden John W. Snook said to- 
day when informed of the Attorney 
General’s action in approving the New 
York theatrical producer’s parole. 

Snook explained that the Attorney 
General’s order, of “immediate, parole” 
for Carroll meant simply that.mo spe- 
cific date was set for his release. Under 
the usual procedure, he will, be freed 
as soon ag formalities are completed, 

This will entail Carroll’s signature to 
his parole papers and, since they must 
be forwarded by mail from Washing-

Returns:From 592 Out of 633

Portland, Me., Oct. 18 (A.P.).—The 
voters of Maine in no uncertain terms 
today repulsed a movement to repeal 
the direct primary law and return to 
the caucus and convention method of 
nominating candidates. for public of- 
fice.

Socialist Chief. 


URGES STRONG FIGHT 
ON PROHIBITION LAW 


Would Withdraw Federal En- 
forcement, Trusting Rest 
to. Inertia. 


Special to The Washington Post, 

New York, Oct..18.—Victor L. Berger, 
veteran Socialist representative from 
the Milwaukee district, whose election 
as successor of Eugene V. Debs as head 
of the Socialist party of the United 
States, was announced today, says he 
sees nothing to prevent the nomination 
of Gov. Smith of New York by the Dem- 
ocrats in 1928, and predicts Smith’s 
nomination. 

Mr. Berger says the overthrow of 
prohibition is so sufficiently important 
to warrant a strong wet plank in the 
Socialist platform next year. Unless 
the Nation soon has a President of 
progressive principles and policies it 
will, in Mr. Berger’s own words, “go 
to hell.” To bring about the overthrow 
of prohibition he wants to see Federal 
enforcement of the dry law withdrawn, 
and enforcement left wholly to the 
States, in which case enforcement will 
die of inertie and prohibition will be 
ot no effect. 

“All the radicals don’t think and 
all who are dissatisfied with prohibi- 
tion will vote for Al Smith if he is 
the candidate next year. All the radi- 
cals who think will vote the Socialist 
ticket,” said the Milwaukee representa- 
tive, who is at the Hotel Astor. 


Smith to Carry South. 


“If nominated next year Al Smith 
not only will carry the solid South, 
despite its religious prejudices against 
a Catholic, but he also will carry his 
own State, New Jersey, Maryland, Con- 
necticut and probably Kentucky and 
Illinois, even if Coolidge is renom- 
inated,” said Mr. Berger. “He may 
carry one .or two more close States if 
Hughes runs and he surely would if 
Dawes or Lowden should be thg¢ Re- 
publican candidate. Lowden would be 
impossible. He is the son-in-law of the 
late George M. Pullman, the oppressor 
of labor. Pullman, unwittingly, was 
the main factor in making Eugene V 
Debs a nat&onal leader. If the Demo- 
crats don’t nominate Al, their candi- 
date will be hopeless, and it would 
make no difference who they chose to 
head their ticket. 

“I don’t see anything that will pre- 
vent Smith’s nomination. After he is 
elected I’would urge him to bring 
about legislation that would throw the 
burden of dry law enforcement onto 
the various States, and withdrawal of 
Federal enforcement altogether. This 
would be adherence to the theory of 
States’ rights, to which the Demo- 
cratic party is supposed to be devoted.

Reassures Country on 
Basis of Data From 
Cabinet Members. 


DECREASE REPORTED 
AMONG UNEMPLOYED 


Drop in Railroad Earnings 
Attributed to Prosperity and 
Wider Use of Autos. 


By CARLISLE BARGERON. 
Reassurance on business conditions 
was given the country yesterday by 
President Coolidge. Information given 
to him by members of the cabinet are 
to the effect that the temporary re- 
cession has been passed and that the 
outlook for the future is encouraging. 
All factors considered — improved 
business conditions, a decrease in the 
number of strikes as compared with 
last year, lessening of the number of 
unemployed—indicate to the President 
that the country is in fairly good eco- 
nomic condition and no material 
change is expected. 

There has been some falling off in 
the net receipts of railroads, according 
to the President’s information, but no 
decrease in the volume of business 
done. There has been some diminu- 
‘tion in passenger traffic, but rather 
than indicating a lessening of pros- 
perity it reflects just the reverse, in 
his opinion. What it does mean, as 
he sees it, is that more automobiles 
are coming into use and an economic 
condition that permits this is a healthy 
one. And a considerable increase is 
looked for in the automobile industry 
he made known. 


Coal Decline Explained. 


Shipments of coal have not been 
so heavy, but the explanation for this 
lies, in his opinion, in the fact that 
consumers, fearing strikes and resultant 
shortages, had the foresight to stock 
up, and are now using up these stocks. 
The coal strike, on the other hand, has 
largely been settled, according to Secre- 
tary of Labor Davis’ report to the Presi- 
dent. Settlement has been effected in 
Illinois, most of Indiana and a con- 
siderable portion of Ohio. 

The number of strikes as a “whole 
for the first nine months of the year 
were only 27 as compared with 50 for 
the corresponding period last year 
This, in the opinion of the President. 
indicates a feeling of general content- 
ment on the part of labor. Unemploy- 
ment is reported decreasing. 

Crops with the exception of cotton. 
are fully as good as last year, the 
President believes, The corn crop was 
reported as having increased very ma- 


terially over what had been expected 
because of warm weather in the last 
two weeks. Prices for corn are not as 
high as had been expected but are fully 
as good as those last year. 

Cattle prices, he made Known, are 
very high, and the sheep and hog rais- 
ing industries are in fair condition.

With dramatic suddenness the pre- 
liminaries in the Fall-Sinclair conspir- 
acy trial were cut short at fifteen min- 
utes past 12 o’clock yesterday, and the 
great legal battle is now on full blast. 


was finally selected at that hour, and 
opening statements by the Government 
and by the defense outlined the salient 
features involved in the charge of con- 
spiracy against Albert B. Fall, former 
Secretary of the Interior, and Harry F. 
Sinclair, New York oil magnate, as well 
as the basic facts which will form the 
groundwork of their defense. 

Owen J. Roberts, of Government's 
special counsel, fired the opening broad- 
side for the prosecution, summarizing 
the essence of the indictment in a 20- 
minute address to the jury. 

All the persuasive power that Roberts. 
possesses was employed in well-modu- 
lated conversational tones by which he 
suught to carry conviction to the 
“ladies and gentlemen of the jury,” 
as he, himself, phrased it. And the 
two attractive young women jurors 
viea with the ten men in following 
every word until the noon recess, at 
12:45, brought the Government’s open- 
ing presentation to a close. 


Littleton Opens for Defense. 


Martin W. Littleton went into action 
at the beginning of the afternoon ses- 
Sion and had scarcely warmed up to 
his task of laying the groundwork for 
the defense when adjc: rmment came 
at 3 o’clock. It was clear that the 
defense counsel had the rapt attention 
of all the jurors, and that the twelve 
individuals in the jury box are enter- 
ing upon their duties with earnestness 
and a determi.ation to master the 
basic facts as presented by both sides.

The severe cold from which 
Fall has been suffering has left him 
with a soreness in the right side of the 
chest, a heritage from the attack of 
double pneumonia which he suffered 
more than a year ago.

Crowd Overflows Courtroom. 


As usual there was an overflow crowd 
outside the courtroom door despite the 
inclement weather.

taken after Justice Siddons opened 
court shortly after 10 o’clock. 

More or less routine preliminaries 
having to do with selection of the jury 
preceded the enlivening flare-up which 
brought Leahy into the battle conspic- 
uously for the first time. 

N. Preston Goulder, 51 years old, em- 
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ployed in a trunk establishment and 
living at 5350 Conduit road, had en- 
tered the box as a prospective juror. 
He said, in response to questions by 
Maj. Gordon, that he had discussed 
the case and read about it. 

“Have you formed any opinion as 
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' Gives you a million dollars worth of distinction for 


to the guilt or innocence of the de- 
fendants?” Gordon asked. 

“Well, partly,” he replied. 

“Of course you understand that you 
are to try the case upon the evidence, 
the sworn evidence presented at the 
trial?” 

“Yes, sir, I do.” 


Could Lay Aside Opinion. 


“And you feel that you could render 
a fair and impartial verdict on the eyi- 
dence adduced before you here, under 
proper instructions of the court, ir- 
respective of any notions that you 
might now have relative to the defend- 
ants?” 

“Yes, sir.” 

“Are you prepared to lay aside that 
opinion entirely when you go into the 
jury box and give the defendants the 
presumtion of innocence?” 

“Well, yes, I would have to.” 

This appeared to pave the way for 
the acceptance of Goulder so far as 
the Government was concerned, but 
George Hoover began a deep probe into 
the opinions of the prospective juror. 
Goulder said he had not read the pa- 
pers very .thoroughly about the case 
but had discussed it with two or three 
members of the jury. 

“Did you express any opinion to the 
jurors about the case?” Hoover asked. 

“I might have.” 

“Well, do you remember whether you 
did or not?” 

“Perhaps I did.” 

“Your best recollection is that you 
did express an opinion to your fellow 
jurors, is that right?” 

“Yes, I did.” 


Hoover Challenges Juror. 


Later Goulder said he had some con- 
viction, but it was not very strong, and 
then he added that he had a fixed opin- 
ion which it would require evidence to 
remove and that he would continue 
with that opinion until evidence had 
overborne it if he were selected as a 
juror. 

“Your honor, I challenge the tales- 
man for cause,” said Hoover. 

Maj. Gordon then stepped into the 
breach and Goulder, in response to his 
question, said he would give the de- 
fendant the presumption of innocence 
and that he would not allow his opinion 
to influence him in the slightest. He 
added that if sworn as a juror he would 
completely lay aside his opinion. 

Hoover then took the prospective 
juror again in and and Goulder said 
he would have the opinion if he en- 
tered the box and that it would require 
evidence to change it, whereupon Hoo- 
ver again challenged the talesman. 

Judge Siddons then undertook to 
probe the mind of the prospective 
juror. 

By the Court: 

“Q. Now, I understood you to say 
Mr. Goulder, in response to questions 
by the Court just now that notwith- 
standing the opinion that you had 
formed under the circumstances which 
-you have stated here, yet, if sworn as 
a\juror in this case, you could abso- 
lutely lay aside that opinion and con- 
sider and determine this case exclu- 
sively upon the evidence that would be 
adduced here before. you, and u the 
law as the court would give you; is that 
correct or not?—That is correct, your 
honor. I just said this—well, I merely 
spoke that these things were still in 
my mind, and unless something came 
up it would not be entirely absent.”

Roberts’ opening address to the jury 
was delivered during the last 20 min- 
utes of the morning session. The Gov- 
ernment’s special counsel leaned com- 
fortably against the rail facing the 
jurors and addressed them in conversa- 
tional tone, without showing any emo- 
tion other than that naturally accom- 
panying the serious parts of his charge.

“In submission to your honor, ladies 
and gentlemen of the jury, you have 
been sworn now to try a case which, 
under the usual ure of the courts, 
requires that Government counsel 
should, as it is usually called, open the 
cas eto you.

‘Tells of Conspiracy Charge. 
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any manner to defraud the United 
States. And such a conspiracy is never 
indictable, or a verdict of guilty justi- 
fied, unless the conspirators, according 
to your finding, have done at least one 
act after they formed their agreement, 
toward the consummation of that 
agreement. In other words, as 1 un- 
derstand the law—and, of course, all I 
say now is, subject to what his honor 
will tell you is the law, of course—the 
mere agreement of the parties, under 
the United States law, is not enough. 
but some one or more acts—one 
enough—must- be done by the con- 
spirators pursuant to their agreement 
to gefyaud the United States in any 
means’ or manner. 

—“&S I say, all that ‘conspiracy’ means 
is an agreement. As is usual in such 
cases, the Government will not present 
proof to you here of any individual 
overhearing the parties agreeing, but 
wil] ask you to judge whether there 
was such an agreement or understand- 
ing between the two defendants from 
what they did and what they did not 
do, based upon the facts and circum~- 
stances in the case, toward a conspiracy — 
to defraud the United States. I could 
hardly refer more to that than to say it 
might be defrauded out of its money, 
it might be defrauded out of its rights, 
it might be defrauded out of its prop- 
erty. Any one of those three things. 
In this case, as in every case, it ig in- 
cumbent upon the Government to have 
an indictment. 


Madictment Is Outlined. _ 


“That indictment means nothing, 60 
far as proof is concerned. It is the mere 
formal statement of what it is the 
Government charges. These defendants 
are entitled to know what they are 
charged with, The jury is entitled to 
know what the charge is that the Gov- 
ernment makes, and how it makes out 
this alleged conspiracy. The indict- 
ment is-also for your guidance and for 
the guidance of us all in the matter 
of the determination of what the Gov- 
ernment says was done. In itself it 
is no proof The Government must

devised a plan. which plan was neces- 
to what afterwards was devised 
of exchanging this oii, as it came 
cround, for storage tanks on 
the sea coast, instead of selling the oil 
for money and putting that money into 
the Treasury of the United States. We 
will show you that about January, 
1922, Mr. Sinclair went down to Three 
Rivers, N. Mex., where Secretary Fall 
was at his home, and there inquired 
whether a lease could be gotten upon 
Teapot Dome; that is, this reserve in 
Wyoming. We will show you that gs a 
result of that inquiry Secretary Fall 
immediately hecame active, immedi- 
ately instituted inquiries as to encum- 
brances on the land that there might 
be standing in the way of the lease: 
he immediately, when he came back to 
Washington, met in conference with Mr 
Sinclair, called the Navy people in a 
conference, and immediately, within 
five days after. Fall was back here in 
Washington,- a long and complicated 
proposition was received from Mr. Sin- 
Cla‘* We will show that.Secretary Fall 
said he proposed to handle this whole 
thing himself and not through the 
usual channels of the Interior Depart- 
ment, and we will show from that time 
on nobody negotiated with Mr. Sinclair 
but Secretary Fall; that the usual peo- 
ple in the department who had to do 
with these thines had nothing to ‘do 
with it, and that Fall and Sinclair 
alone conducted these negotiations 
from just after the date of that first 
proposition, February 3, 1922. 

“We will show you that alongside of 
this naval reserve, to the north of it, 
was some other land called the Salt 
Creek field; that leases were being 
given by the Government on that; that 
that was not Navy !-nd. We will show 
you that FaH asked for a report from 
his subordinates as to whether the 
wells being drilled up in this Salt 
Creek field were likely to drain the oil 
from the Naval reserve, because, as you 
se2, if the adjoining lands were drain- 
ing away the Navy’s oil, it might be 
wise to take the Navy’s oil out of the 
ground and save it. 


' February 18, to the 
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sponsible advisers tola him that the 
danger of drainage was not serious; 
that drainage might take pl‘ce over a 
period of six or seven years, but that 
there were certain factors that must 
be investigated before anybody could 
tell about that. We «ill show you 
that the ver. day Fall got the report, 
fiect that I have 
just stated, he turned in and instructed 
a man in his department to draw up 
a lease with Mr. Sinclair, which lease 
covered the whole resc*ve and included 
the taking out of all the oil, up at 
the top, down at. the bottom, in the 
middle, or irrespective of whe.e it was 
found upon the reserve.’ 

“Now, we will show you, as I say, 
that on February 18, Sinclair’s proposi- 
tion having been dated February 3— 
that of February 18, Fall ordered a 
lease to be begun to be drafted with 
Sinclair. 

“We will show you that 
was drafted over a period of weeks, 
mostly in Sinclair's office in New 
York, and not in the offices of the In- 
terior Department in Washington at all. 

‘We will show you that that lease 
was about ready to be consummated in 
March, and in March Mr. Sinclair made 
a formal proposition for a second lease, 
following the first, and in that propo- 
sition Mr. Sinclair agreed to turn in 
all the claims that were on this re- 
serve, called placer mining claims, 
which had been located years back on 
that reserve; and that Mr. Sinclair had 
made an agreement to pay $1,000,000, 
in effect, postponed in time of pay- 
ment, for those claims. 

“Now, that was the situation on 
March 11. The Government will show 
you that Secretary Fall was visited aft- 
er that by several people wio were 
interested in getting leases. 

“We will show you that one man who 
came to get a lease was put off with 
the statement—this was after March 
1l—was put off with the statement 
that the Interior Department, and Sec- 
retary Fall, had not made up its mind 
to ‘do any leasing, and when the In- 
terior Department made up its mind 
to do any leasing he would be given 
a chance. And that he never was told 
about this until after this lease was 
made. 

“We will show you that another man 
was anxious to make a lease and 
came to Washington to see Secretary 
Fall, and that he wanted to make a 
lease on the Teapot Dome, but that 


the lease 


“We will show you that Fall’s re- 
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Mr. Fall didn’t tell him what Mr. Sin- 
clair’s claims were, in full. 
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He did 


tell him that he had these placer 
claims, for which, as I have told you, 
he was paying 51,000,000, and that any 
other man who would get a lease would 
have to get them. Of course, 'he 
couldn’t get them if Mr. Sinclair had 
them. 


Contract Awarded. Sinclair. 


“And we. will show you that he put 
that man off, although he represented 
one of the biggest oil companic ir the 
country, and that he didn’t negotiate 
with him further---Mr. Fall dicn’t ne- 
gotiate with him furth>r, but closed 
the contract with Mr. Sinclair, 

“We will show you that another man 
came to Mr. Fall’s office a few days 
after the lease with Mr. Sinclair was 
made and locked in Mr. Fall’s drawer, 
and that Mr. Fall told him that he 
would give him, that man, a ci. nce, 
although Fall already had signed the 
lease. ‘And this man di n’t know that 
Sinclair had it until the newspapers 
published it, and then he protested 
to Mr. Fall that he had not had a 
chance. 

“In short, ladies and gentlemen, we 
will show you that from October, 1921. 
to February, 1922, Mr. Fall dealt with 
this thing alone, not as is done in the 
ordinary way in the department; not 
as Fall said it was, in a routine way, 
but in an extraordinary way; that Mr. 
Fall carried on these negotiations with 
Sinclair alone. That other people were 
anxious to make contracts and leases 
for this reserve, if any lands were 
leased, and that Secretary Fall put 
them off and told them it was not 
worth while—told them all sorts of 
things and said that it was not the 
fact that he had no lease with Sinclair, 
and then he closed that 4ease with Sin- 
clair, keeping all competitors out of 
the way. And that there was no com- 
petition for these leases; no opportun- 
ity to anybody else and no bids for it, 
but private negotiation for that lease. 


Need for Lease Questioned. 


“In short, again, we will show you 
that between October, 1921, and Feb- 
ruary, 1922, Secretary Fall was advised 
by his own people in his own depart- 
ment that there was no necessity for 
making this lease for the purpose of 
protecting the reserve from draining, 
and in spite of that he writes, in his 
own hand, that it is necessary to do 
it to protect the reserve from draining 
and orders a lease on the whole reserve 
—not on the borders, but on the whole 
reserve, immediately on the heels ot 
the report that such a thing is not re- 
quired. 

“We will show you that all during 


this time the people were inquiring, and 


were being put off, and told that no 
leases would be made on the reserve, at 
the time when leases and negotiations 
were going on with Mr. Sinclair. 

“We will show you that on April 7, 
1922, Secretary Fall ‘igned this lease 
with Mr. Sinclair’s company, the Mam- 
moth Oil Co., the company Mr. Sinclair 
got up and organized to t-k up this 
ja 
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lease, and that on that day he locked 
the lease in his drawer at the depart> 
ment and said that he was going to his 
home at Three Rivers, and nothing 
should be given out about that lease; 
that he didn’t want anything given out 
,; about that lease until the other con- 
| tract, the one with the Pan-American 
'Co., a contract of some value in Cali- 
fornia, should be given. And that as 
| a result of his instructions no informa- 
'tion could be given. That people who 
were inquiring what was being done 
|about the Teapot Dome were put off 
| with the statement that nothing was 
'being done, and with the statement 
| that nothing was going to be done, 
'when all the time loc’ 1 up'in his 
desk was the lease, und he told his 
‘subordinates to give out no informa- 
, tion about it. 


Tells of Liberty Bonds. 


“Now that lease became effective 
‘about mid-April, 1922, and the Gov- 
‘ernment will show you that on top of 
'the irregularities which I have outlined 
‘to you in the very briefest way, and 
which the evidence will develop much 
more fully, the Government will show 
‘you that immediately after that, in 
ithe month of May, 1922, Secretary Fall’s 
‘own Son-in-law, Mr. Everhart, appeared 
-at Pueblo, Colo., with $230,000 worth 
lof Liberty bonds, 314 per cent Liberty 
| bonds, which were used by Mr. Fall, 
‘turned over to him, in part, and used 
to pay his debts, in part, and used to 
pay the debts, in part, of the cattle 
company which he owned in the West, 
in New Mexico. 

“We will show you that those bonds 
were bonds that were obtained as divi- 
dends in a transaction which I shail 
try now to make clear to you, and 
which is a little bit complicated. 
Along in November, 1921, a man named 
Humphreys had a big oil field in Texas 
He had, I think, more oil than money 
He found it necessary to sell some of 
his oil, as we shall show you. He got 
in touch with the Standard Oil inter- 
ests and the Sinclair consolidated in- 
terests, the Prairie Oil & Gas intrests. 
to sell some of that oil. And as a result 
of negotiations he arranged to 
33,000,000 barrels of that oil for $100,- 
000,000, that oil to be sold as it ran— 
it was pfoduced out of the wells 
When he came to sign the contract he 
was told that he was to sell that oii 
to the Continental Trading Co., Ltd., 
of Canada. He said, ‘I have never 
heard of it.’ ‘Well,” they .said, ‘you 
make the contract with that company 
He and his lawyers said, ‘Well, we 
don’t know that company.’ ‘Well,’ 
they said, ‘the Sinclair and the Crude 
Oil Purchasing Co. will guarantee the 
Continental’s performance.’ Mr. Hum- 
phreys said, ‘I know those companies. 
I will take their guaranty. I will sell 
the oil to anybody that they say.’ So 
Mr. Sinclair was present at that meet- 
ing, 


as 


Guarantees Are Cited. 


“Mr. O'Neil, of the Prairie Oil & Gas 
Co., and Mr. Stewart, of the Standard 
Oil Co. of Indiana, put their guarantee 
on that contract... That contract called 
for $1.50 a barrel for 33,000,000 barrels. 
On the same day the Continental Trad- 
ing Co., which was organized in Canada 
on that day—not before—the Conti- 
nental Trading Co. sold that oil at not 
less than $1.75 a barrel to the Prairie 
Oil & Gas Co., thus making a profit 
of at least 25 cents barrel. As we 
shall show you, the Prairie Oil & Gas 
Co. paid for the oil of the twentieth 
of the month, and the Continental paid 
Mr. Humphreys on the fifteenth, so 
that the company made a profit of 25 
cents a barrel, cash in hand. 

“We will show you that all of that 
money was invested in New York, not 
at the home of the company in Canada, 
because we will show you that the 
company had no records of any kind 
but in New York, that money was in- 
vested in Liberty bonds, not in any- 
thing but Liberty bonds at 314 per cent, 
and that from time to time those Lib- 
erty bonds were distributed around to 
the extent of $3,000,000, and in 1922 
$300,000 worth of those Liberty bonds 
went out, May 18 and 17, and of that 
$300,000 worth we identify over $200,000 
worth in Mr. Everhart’s hands, in 
Pueblo, Colo. 

“We shall show you that the only 
persons in the negotiation of the Conti- 
nental Trading Co. were James E, O’Neil, 
of the Prairie Oil & Gas Co.; Robert 
W. Stewart, of the Standard Oil Co. of 
Indiana, and Mr. Blackmer, of the Mid- 
west Refining Co., and Harry F. Sin- 
clair, the defendant here. And we will 
show you that none of those persons 
had any dealings with Mr. Fall, but Mr 
Sinclair. And we will show you that 
of the some $3,000,000 in Liberty bonds, 
we find over $200,000 worth of the 
bonds, with the same numbers, turned 
over in Pueblo, Colo., for Mr. Fall’s 
benefit, something over ten days later. 


Projected Trip Dismissed. 


“But more than that, the Govern- 
ment will show you'that Mr. Fall re- 
signed from office in the spring of 
1923. That no sooner had he resigned 
from office than Mr. Sinclair's officers, 
and Mr. Sinclair, desired to employ Mr. 
Fall to go to Russia with him on some 
oil matter, and that Mr. Fall was inter- 
viewed for that purpose, if you believe

I can find no fault. It is the object 
and purpose of the opening statement 
to acquaint the jury with the evidence 
which will be produced on behalf of the 
person or persons for whom the open- 
ing statement is made. 

“In this case these defendants are 
charged with a crime. That crime is 
conspiracy, a conspiracy to defraud the 
Government, and anticipating, as he 
did, in advance somewhat of the defi- 
nition, that we may start with some 
preliminary remarks, I may say that in 
substance you will be told that a con- 
spiracy is a corrupt agreement between 
two or more persons to do a criminal 
act or an unlawful act, or a corrupt 
agreement between two or more persons 
to do a lawful act in a criminal or an 
unlawful manner. 


Indictment Is Discussed. 


“The definitive distinctive charge in 
this indictment is the crime of con- 
spiracy as that crime will be defined 
to you ultimately by his honor, and 
from whose definition and description 
you will take your guidance. 

“The indictment in this case charges 
that the defendants Fall and Sinclair— 
and when I refers to them in short 
phrase as Fall and Sinclair I do so sim- 
ply to save the time with respect to the 
opening statement—that the defend- 
ants Fall and Sinclair corruptly con- 

sired, combined and confederated to- 
sether to defraud the United States of 
certain things which are described in 
the indictment. 

“The charge is that the agreement or 
combination or conspiracy was a felon- 
ious conspiracy, and it is stamped in 
the allegations of the indictment as 
the law requires with all of the ele- 
ments and all of the characteristics of 
an evil and a criminal and a corrupt 
ching. 

“You take that as understanding what 
you are required to find in the evidence 
which will be outlined and which later 
on will be introduced to you, that this 
is a charge of a corrupt agreement, felo- 
niously made, for the purpose of de- 
frauding the Government, first, of the 
reserve, which I shall later explain to 
you, if you will be patient, and I im- 
plore you to be patient, because much 
of the matter which I shall speak to 
you of is not in itself, except for the 
duties which we all have, an entertain- 
ing subject; to defraud the Government 
of the reserve, and that means Naval 
Reserve No. 3. Naval Reserve No. 3 has 
come popularly to be understood as Tea- 
pot Dome. It lies in Natrona County. 
Wyo., and comprises something over 
9,000 acres in land surface. 


Government Rights an Issue. 


“The next allegation is that the con- 
spiracy and the corrupt agreement was 
to defraud the Government of the oil 
which was inside of this reserve of Tea- 
pot Dome, as it is called, this 9,000 
acres. 

“Then the allegations proceed in the 
indictment to say that it was a further 
conspiracy to deprive the Government 
of certain rights, which rights it is al- 
leged the Government enjoyed and 
which rights it was the object of the 
conspimacy to prevent, frustrate or de- 
stroy. 

“Mr. Roberts has enumerated them 
rather sketchily, and I shall not de- 
tail them much more fully except to 
say he urged it was a conspiracy to de- 
prive the Government of the right'of 
competition; that is, the right to have 
its leases made upon lands of the kind 
such as is here in question, in a com- 
petitive manner, instead of by direct 
negotiation. We shall show you, 4s 
we think, that there was no such re- 
quirement imposed upon the Secretary 
of the Navy or the Secretary of the In- 
terior. 

“He said it also was a conspiracy to 
deprive the Government of a policy 
which had theretofore obtained, which 
policy was to retain in the earth the 
oil which was in the reserve as a re- 
serve in the earth, and that we con- 
spired—and when I say ‘we’ I mean 
the defendants in this case—conspireda 
corruptly to avoid, evade or frustrate 
that policy or upset it, so that the oil 
would be taken out of the earth in- 
stead of being retained in the earth. 


Cites Coming Evidence. 


“We shall show you by the evidence 
in this case—and when [| say that ! 
mean either from the evidence which 
comes from the Government’s own wit- 
nesses or evidence which will be callec 
otherwise—that there was no such pol- 
icy which itself, transcended the othe! 
policy of requiring that the oil should 
be saved itself.

“That, in general, ladies and gentle- 
men of the jury, is a description of the 
indictment, within the four corners of 
which, and nowhere else, you will be 
required to make your return under the 
directions of his honor. It is within 
the four corners of this indictment, as 
enlightened or illuminated or made plain 
to you by the evidence on the witness 
stand, that you find whatever you find 
in this case, as his honor will instruct 
you under the guidance of the court as 
to the law. 


Outlines Leasing Laws. 


Littleton then continued with an 
outline of the basic facts in the case, 
as understood by the defense, and 
painted a picture of the background, in 
the light of which he desires the jurors 
to view the evidence they are to hear. 


An oypéline of the leasing laws leading 
up to the contract in question and the 
reason for such regulation were put in 
simple understandable terms. 

“Secretary Denby originated the idea, 
as we shall show you by the evidence, 
and presented it to President Harding,” 
Littleton said. 

“That later on he spoke to Secretary 
Fall, bringing the subject to Secretary 
Fall’s attention himself, that he, Denby, 
had no equipment for the handling of 
these reserves, and that Secretary Fall, 
by reason of these various departments, 
did have the equipment.” 

The reason for leasing Teapot Dome 
was that the oil was being drained off, 
Littleton said, and the Government 
stood in danger of losing it here as 
well as in reserves 1 and 2 unless 
steps were taken to prevent it being 
drained by outsiders. Carroll Wege- 
mann, of the Interior Department, the 
man who originally laid out Teapot 
Dome and had surveyed it, warned the 
Government, Littleton said, of the 
danger of drainage, and after consulting 
officials of the Bureau of Mines and 
Admiral John K. Robison, of the 
Navy, in charge of war plans, plans for 
the lease were first inaugurated 

The reason for secrecy, Littleton said, 
was because of the fact that providing 
the oil for naval needs became part of 
the war plans of the Navy. 

“Admiral Robison came October 1,” 
said Littleton. ‘He came on a verbal 
order by Secretary Denby, whicn order 
put him in charge of the naval re- 
serves and of the petroleum situation. 
He came by verbal order, which was 
later confirmed.. He immediately got 
in touch with the Secretary of the In- 
terior and with his department. He 
read and studied, as the evidence will 
show, and made himself familiar with 
the situation with respect to the 
reserves and with respect to the oil 
situation generally, because he was to 
stand now, and from now on, in this 
picture, as the man representing the 
Navy Department in the conferences 
about these leases. And the evidence 
will show, and I anticipate by this 
much, and let me say this now—the 
evidence will show to you that Admiral 
Robison, in daily contact or almost 
daily contact with Secretary Denby, 
at least four or five times a week 
from the beginning to the end, 
kept Secretary Denby posted in de- 
tail as to all the negotiations that were 
going on with respect to these leases. 

“So that the result of the investiga- 
tions that were ordered about Octo- 
ber, 1921, one coming from the geologi- 
cal survey and the other coming from 
the Bureau of Mines, was that they 
came back and reported that what they 
found out there was that Wegemann 
was right and that a large part of 
the Teapot Dome would be exposed, 
the northerly part of it would be ex- 
posed to drainage, with no dividing line 
to-protect it. That was the main point, 
that is to them. 


Calls Attention to Dates. 


“Now what happens? No suspicion, 
no suggestions up to this time, and 
yet this indictment, gentlemen—and I!

Enmity that has long been smolder- 
ing between the trade organizations 
and the Citizens Advisory Council 
flared into the open yesterday and a

‘tt has come to the attention of the 
‘Organizations here represented that 
proposals have been made to enlarge 
the’ advisory powers of certain bodies 
representing part of the interests of 
the citizens of the District,” were the 
opening words of a prepared statement 
read to tne Commissioners by E. C. 
Graham, presiden: of the Board of 
Trade. 


Oaths Are Mentioned. 


I the prepared statements the coun- 
cil wes not named, but toe Federation 
of Ciiazens Associations was absolved 
specifically and the “giving of oatns of 
office to a quasi-official body” was 
mentioned. 

However, oral statements were made 
supplemental of the prepared statement 
and in tkese, it said, the 
was named with more or less feeling 
None of the members of the commit- 
tees stated anything specific about the 
“proposals to enlarge the advisory 
powers of certain bodies,” and no one 
seemed able to shed light on the ref- 
erence. 

“I know of no such movement to 
enlarge th. powers of the council,” said 
James G. Yaden, its chariman. “I am 
sure no such proposals have been 
made.” 

George C. Havenner, one of its mem- 
bers, uttered similar sentiments. 

“We will have something to say later,”’ 
added Yaden, “but in the meantime

to abolish the council or reduce its 
influence.”

Although Inspector Pratt refused to 
talk about the case, or tie reason for 
the detention of Mrs. Johnson, the 
following story was learned from store 
officials. 

Saturday night, after closing time, 
Mr. Gottlieb said, Mrs. Johnson took 
the proceeds of the day’s sales, amount- 
ing to approximately $2,300, and placed 
them in the large safe in che rear ol 
the store after turning out the store's 
lights so that her activities could not 
be seen from the street. After mak- 
ing sure the safe was locked, Mrs 
Johnson closed the store. 

Monday morning, -Mrs. Johnson 
opened the safe. She discovered ap- 
proximately $1,400 of the amount she 
had placed in the safe was missing.

FOREGAOT AFTER TEATS 


Model at Navy Yard Shows 
Its Ability to Make 
35 Knots. 


U. S. CAPITAL BEHIND LINE 


Establishment of a basis for a new 
American-owned transatlantic fleet that 
will cut the time of voyage to four 
days flat, was predicted by Lawrence B. 
Wilder, former president of the Ameri- 
can Brown Boveri Co., as the result of 
a successful test yesterday of a 20-foot 
model of the ships in the model basin 
of the Washington Navy Yard. 

In the presence of Chairman T. V. 
O’Connor and Commissioners William 8. 
Hill and Philip S. Teller, of the Ship- 
ping Board, and Vice Presidents A. C. 
Dalton, J. Caldwell Jenkins and Edward 
A. Kelly, of the Merchant Fleet Cor- 
poration, the model proved its ability 
and seaworthiness at a speed represent- 
ing 35 knots an hour, and in wave con- 
ditions simulating a severe North At- 
lantic storm. 

It was announced following the test 
that so great is the improvement of 
marine engineering as represented in 
the projected ships, at a speed 50 per 
cent greater than that of existing liners, 
will require but one-half the fuel and 
one-third the crew. 

Mr. Wilder is now chairman of the 
advisory committee of his company’s 
shipbuilding division, which will spon- 
sor the project for an all-American 
steamship-airplane service on the 
North Atlantic in the spring of 1930, 
with express sailings from Montauk 
Point or New London, Plymouth and 
Havre. 

The interests back of the project not 
only contemplate fast liners to reduce 
present running time to Europe by a 
full day, but will also build airplane plat- 
forms covering top decks, so that pas- 
sengers eager to reach the United States 
or continent can take off in midocean 
or wait until the ship is nearer shore. 

Vessels will resemble United States 
naval destroyers, but will be twice as 
large. A formal hearing on the project 
has been requested of the Shipping 
Board November l. 


CHIEF ENTOMOLOGIST 
GIVES UP POSITION 


Howard to Devote Time 
Exclusively to Re- 
search Work. 


Dr. Leland O. Howard, who for more 
than 33 years has been chief entomol- 
ogist of the Department of Agriculture, 
retired yesterday as chief of the Bureau 
of Entomology. Dr. C. L. Marlatt, who 
for the last five years has been chief of 
regulatory work of the bureau, was 
named to succeed Dr. Howard. 

Dr. Howard will remain in the Gov- 
ernment service, but will deyote all of 
his time to research work. "He joined 
the entomological branch of the De- 
partment of Agriculture shortly after 
his graduation from Cornell University 
50 years ago.. He requested Secretary 
Jardine to allow him to retire as head 
of the bureau because his administra- 
tive duties deprived him of his full 
energies in the field of entomological 
research. 

Dr. Marlatt is chairman of the Fed- 
eral horticultural board and has been 
connected with the Department of 
Agriculture since 1888. He was in- 
strumental in promoting the passage of 
the quarantine act of 1912 and was ap- 
pointed to administer it.

Mrs. Slaybaugh and her daughter 
were struck by Griffith’s automobile 
December 4, 1926, at Sixteenth and 
Euclid streets northwest. She said she 
started leading her blind daughter west 
across the intersection while the green 
light was showing. Griffith said he 
started south on the green light with 
another car driving in front of him and 
that when he reached the south side 
the pedestrians suddenly appeared in 
front*of his car. .

Speculation Caused by One

West Baden,,.Ind., Oct. 18 (A.P.).— 
The Washington administration must 
be backed to the utmost by American 
business in its attempt.to negotiate 
with France for uniform tariff regula- 
tions, Julius H. Barnes, of New York, 
vice president of the Iniernational 
Chamber of Commerce, today asserted 
in his address before councilors and di- 
rectors of the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States, in session here. 

In addition to urging American firm- 
ness in the current tariff dispute be- 
tween this country and France, Barnes 
painted an interesting picture of 
Europe, economically shackled by ten 
centuries of traditional rule amounting 
almost to feudalism, trying in the days 
since the war to overcome the economic 
disparities between that continent and 
the United States. 

“For ten centuries in Europe,” he 
said, ‘the opportunity of the individual, 
his field of activity and his economic 
existence have depended upon the per- 
mission of some authority. This has 
resulted in a labor movement in Europe 
today which is manifestly political. As 
a result, tariff bargaining by an em- 
ploying class that regards government 
as an agency of economic enterprise is 
sordid with political influence. 


American Concept New. 


“But in America we have evolved a 
new economic philosophy of the well- 
being of a people coming from steadily 
increasing manufacturing. enterprises 


of high wages and low unit costs en-" 


larging our prosperity. That concept 
has not reached the Old World. France 
tells us that it wants special conces- 
sions on stockings, silks and perfume 
I hope that business in the United 
States will stand by the administra- 


out discrimination.” 

Mr. Barnes said that the European 
philosophy found expression in bread 
prices. “There is a hardened tradi- 
tion there that to pinch a penny off 
the loaf of bread is more important 
than to put a dollar in the day’s wage 
in America we have passed that stage. 
Our people no longer question the pric 
of bread which is stabilized the year 
round. But. in Europe there is still 
the production of cheap bread that 
drives down the opportunity of 
culture.” 

Although American people may look 
toward the leadership of business men 
for industrial peace and _ prosperity, 
there is no such anticipation justified 
so far as international groups of busi- 
ness men are concerned, he said. Break- 
ing down of the European tradition of 
interrelated policies and economics will 
be a long process and one which will 
require patience from this country.

SELLING SHIP LINES. 


The Shipping Board is considering the sale 
of five freight shipping lines. They are the 
American-West African and the American- 
French lines on the Atlantic, and the Ameri- 
can-Oriental out of Seattle, the Oregon-Oriental 
out of Portland, and the American-Australia- 
Francisco. It is reported 
that the ship sales committee will recommend 
to the Shipping Board that the Atlantic lines 
shall be sold with a five-year guarantee of 
operation from the purchaser, and that a ten-

It is the policy of Congress, which President | 
Coolidge strongly supports, to dispose of Goy- 
ernment-owned ships and ship lines, on reason- 
able requirements that will insure the con- 
tinuation of service.

cluding seventeen passenger vessels, are now 
earning fair returns under private ownership 
and operation, although they lost money when 
operated by the Government. These ships 
carry the flag to many parts of the world, and 
American shippers are protected by them

Why the Shipping Board’s committee in- 
that the Pacific lines to be offered for 
sale shall be handicapped by the provision for 
ten years’ operation, instead of five, is not 
Probably no private shipping in- 
purchase the lines with this re- 
quirement attached. The lines at present are 
losing about $750,000 a year, but they could 
be made profitable if operated as a single 
fleet, under such schedules as commerce would 
call for. The committee is not disposed to 
sell the line out of San Francisco, but unless 
this line is included in the sale it is evident 
that private owners will not buy the other two 
lines and thus enter into competition with the 
Government. Private owners do not have the 
Treasury to draw upon when they become ex- 
travagant in overhead charges and poorly-ar- 
ranged schedules. Some of the ships operated 
by the Shipping Board are required to call at 
ports where the port charges amount to $800 
or $1,000 a visit, and where the business of- 
fered amounts to only $25 or $50. The Ship- 
ping Board sticks to this policy because it is 
bound to provide “service” in the hope of 
building up commerce; but private operators 
would reroute their vessels to handle business 
actually in sight. - Vessels leaving Seattle and 
Portland carry heavy cargoes and return empty 
from the Orient, while vessels on the San 
Francisco-Australia-Orient jine return with 
heavy cargoes. The San Francisco line is 
permitted to go north and pick up excess out- 
bound freight, but the Seattle and Portland 
lines are not permitted to bring back inbound 
freight to San Francisco. Therefore, a pur- 
chaser of the two northern lines would be up 
against a ruinous arrangement if the Shipping 
Board should retain the San Francisco line 
and maintain the nyresent routing system. 

The Government can not have its cake and 
eat it too. If it is anxious to transfer ships 
and lines to private ownership, with assurance 
that the lines will be maintained, it must give 
private owners a square deal, and it must 
not discriminate in favor of any port or ship- 
ping company as against another. President 
Coolidge, fortunately, is taking careful note 
of the situation, and perhaps the Shipping 
Board will heed the plain intimations that 
have come from the White House.

Other worthy sideline issues might also be 
taken on—10 o’clock opening of businesses 
so that workers can obtain an extra two hours’ 
sleep in the morning and a 3:30 closing hour 
in order that recreation in the sunlight can 
be had. Stomach ulcers should be fought 
with every resource that science can summon 
to its aid. Dr. Wright has made a suggestion 
which the. world should hasten to follow, no 
matter how hard the pill would be to swallow. 
Employers, if approached in the right spirit, 
doubtless would be willing to give the new 
routine a trial, because they could not expect

THE MEADE MEMORIAL. 


Five years after the death of Gen. George 
Gordon Meade there was erected in the Botanic 
Garden a memorial fountain designed by the 
eminent French sculptor, Bartholdi. Fifty 
years later the fountain was taken down to 


be stored until the new Botanic Garden shall 
be transferred.to the site south of the Capitol. 

Where the Bartholdi Fountain stood there 
has been erected a statue and memorial of 
Gen. Meade, who commanded the Army of the 
Potomac at Gettysburg. The statue is the 
work of Charles Grafly, and is the first ex- 
ample of that sculptor’s art to be erected in 
Washington. The cost of the memorial is 
borne by the State of Pennsylvania, for al- 
though George Meade was born in Spain the 
Keystone State has claimed him as her own. 

At last, 55 years after he passed from 
earth, Gen. Meade is to be honored by 
State he helped to save. It is fitting that the 
memorial, which is to be unveiled today 
the granddaughter of the hero, should be 
within a few hundred feet of the memorial 
to Gen. Grant, and almost under the dome of 
the Capitol.

LOCAL INTERESTS, 


Washington’s major trade bodies, together 
with the District Bar Association, have pre- 
sented a petition to the Commissioners asking 
that requests and suggestions of all groups be 
considered on an equal footing, and question- 
ing the right of the Commissioners to confer 
quasi-official powers on any one group through 
the administration of an oath of office. While 
not mentioning ‘any organization by name, it 
is apparent that the petition is aimed squarely 
at the Citizens’ Advisory Council. 

It is a pity that conflict has arisen among 
organizations and bodies which should present 
a united front in all matters. Yet if there is 
justification in the complaint, the sooner the 
difficulties are ironed out the better it will be 
for all concerned.

Heavy Reintohodendetts Patrol

Schwartzbard. 


Paris, Oct. 18 (A.P.).—Facing red and 
black robed judges and lawyers in the 
dim Court of Assizes, Samuel Schwartz- 


bard, blond Russian watchmaker, to- 
day .exultingly told his story of how he 
determinedly tracked down Gen. Simon 
Petlira and cold-bloodedly slew him 
to avenge the deaths of thousands of 
Jews slain in pogroms he believed 
were instigated by his victim. 

Shocked by the story the 31-year-old 
watchmaker told with gleaming eyes 
and hysterical grimaces, the 400 court- 
roOm spectators gasped with surprise 
White-bearded Jews from central and 
eastern Europe sat beside flappers with 
bobbed hair and exchanged shocked 
glances with Slavic featured ‘Ukranians 
as Schwartzbard told his story of re- 
lentless pursuit and death before the 
muzzle of his revolver 


Gendermes Reinforced, 


Outside heavy reinforcements. of 
gendarmes patrolled the corridors to 
prevent disorders. Inside the gleam of 
candelabra struggled with the gloom 
of a murky Paris day, and a hush fell 
upon the courtroom as Schwartzbard 
began his story of the assassination. 
He told of how he had followed Gen. 
Petlura, pistol in pocket, waiting for 
the moment when he might kill the 
man he considered the persecutor of 
his race. 

Many who watched him tell the 
story, commented that Schwartzbard 
seemed more like a clerk than a mur- 
derer. Short, undistniguished in ap- 
pearance, he seemed no different than 
many salesmen behind Paris depart- 
ment store counters. As he proceeded 
with his story, the president of the 
court warned that there should be no 
manifestations from the spectators, as 
these might cause an upflaring of 
racial feeling inimical to justice. 

Peering intently at the lawyers and 
judges, Schwartzbard went through the 
early part of the interrogation with 
difficulty, finding the French at his 
command almost insufficient for his 
replies. 

Then Schwartzbard rose to tell of his 
crime. He described in minute detail 
the trailing of his victim. He told of 
carrying a photograph of his victim- 
elect, and of comparing it with the 
features of men he met. He related 
how he encountered Gen. Petlura in 
the Latin Quarter many times, but al- 
ways with his wife and daughter or 
friends. Finally on May 25, 1926, he 
met him at the corner of the Rue 
Raciene and the Boulevard Saint 
Michel, alone. 

As- he rushed along, describing the 
incidents of the trailing and the en- 
counter with Gen. Petlura, his voice 
rose to a pitch of exultation that 
caused gasps of astonishment, the spec- 
tators being swayed to forgetfulness of 
the -eourt’s order for silence by the 
pictures Schwartzbard caused to dance 
before their eyes. Then with his head 
tilted backward, his face gleaming with 
almost boyish joy, he related the last 
‘ moments of Gen. Petlura’s life. 


‘t Tells of Five Shots. 


“Here’s my chance I thought. ‘Are 
you Petlura?’ I asked him. He did not 
answer simply lifting his heavy cane. 
I knew it was him. I shot once, twice, 
three, four, five times. He fell. The 
crowd rushed in on me. My only worry 
was! whether it was really Petlura. I 
might have killed the wrong man. When 
a policeman told me it was Petlura I 
threw my_arms about his neck in joy.” 

At this point:Schwartzbard, who had 
beeh gesticulating, threw his arms 
about the gendarme sitting beside him 

Schwartzbard denied that he had ac- 
complices, saying his crime was the re- 
‘ gult of his own conviction that Gen 
Petlura was the instigator of pogroms 
in which thousands of coracialists were 
killed. He denied that Petlura had 
begged for mercy, as witnesses had tes- 
tified. 

Rocking backward and forward while 
seated, in the manner of orthodox Jews 
SR sine prayers in the synagogue, his 
eyes closed, Schwartzbard told of the 
pogroms of several centuries, in which 
Polish Cs: .holics as well as Jews were 
the Wictims. It was to avenge the latest 
of ese, he said, and nothing more, 
thag he trailed and killed Gen. Petlura.

CHINESE CHAMBER FLOATS 


LOAN FOR NATIONALIST 


$24,000,000 Subscription Is 
Sought to Finance Drive 
Against Chang. 


NEW CAMPAIGN PLANNED 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 
Shanghai, Oct. 18-—The. Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce, bankers asso- 
ciation and other bodies today an- 
nounced the flotation of a domestic 
loan of $24,000,000 for the purpose of 
financing the nationalist government’s 


new campaign against Marshal Chang 
Tso-lin and other northern militarists. 

The chamber of commerce manifesto 
that announced the loan expresses the 
belief that the present drive against 
Marshal Chang will mean the comple- 
tion of the military phase of the revo- 
lution, resulting in national unifica- 
tion and domestic peace. The mani- 
festo also warns the Chinese merchants 
against trying to escape responsibility 
through hiding in the foreign conces- 
sions, declaring that to subscribe for 
the loan not only is a patriotic duty, 
but a sound investment. The present 
loan, as well as the previous nationalist 
loan, was secured on the customs sur- 
tax of 2144 per cent, authorized by the 
Washington conference. 

Simultaneously with the loan an- 
nouncement the nationalist government 
announced plans for a new northern 
drive against Marshal Chang, which in- 
cludes full cooperation with the Chris- 
tian general, Feng Yu-Hsiang, and Gen 
Yen Hsi-Shan, tupan of Shansi Prov- 
ince, who already is battling Marshal 
Chang in the vicinity of Peking. The 
nationalist government also ordered 
the navy immediately to launch an at- 
tack. on the northern ports, such as 
Tsingtao and Tientsin. 

Owing to the censorship at Peking, 
Shanghai largely is in the dark regard- 
ing the status of the fighting in. the 
Peking area, latest reports indicating 
Marshal Chang was victorious in the 
initial struggle, with the Shansi troops 
falling back into the mountainous re- 
gions north and west of Peking. Mar- 
shal Chang has declared martial law in 
the Peking area, forbidding people to 
appear on the streets after 10 p. m., 
while most of the students at the Pe- 
king universities and normal schools 
have been jaile@ for alleged sympathy 
with the nationalists.

$2,250,000 IS GIVEN 
FOR GREEK RESEARCH 


Anonymous Gift Will Be Used 
in Digging Up Ancient 
Athens. 


New York, Oct. 18 (A.P.).—The New

Prof. Edward Capps, of Princeton 
University, who conducted the negotia- 
tions with the Greek government, had 
planned to raise $2,500,000 by popular 
subscription over a twenty-year period, 
when informed by Col. Woods that the 
money had been provided by a donor 
who made a special request that his 
name not be mentioned.

Cincinnati, Oct. 18 (A.P.).—George 
Remus will be given a hearing Novem- 


ber 7 when a jury of twelve will pass 
on the question of whether or not he 
was insane when he shot to death his 
wife, Mrs. Imogene Holmes Remus. 

Remus entered a formal plea of in- 
sanity today and the court immediately 
appointed three alienists who will act 
with the jury to decide Remus’ sanity 
Charles Elston, attorney for Remus, and 
Carl Basler, assistant prosecuting at- 
torney, will at once begin a tour of the 
country taking depositions which will 
be intraduced at the hearing. 

Elston announced that he will seek 
to prove with depositions that Mrs. 
Remus with Frank L. Dodge, jr., former 
prohibition agent, who exposed the 
Remus gigantic bootlegging ring, con- 
spired to kill him. The two attorneys. 
accompanied by William Copeland 
court stenographer and newspapermen. 
will visit-some_of the nation’s high of- 
ficials before, their trip is concluded. 

The deposition party will leave here 
tonight for Atlanta, Ga., whére it wili 
remain until October 20. It will spend 
October 20 and 21:in Washington, D. 
C.; October 22 and 23 in New York; 
October 24 and 25 in Detroit, and Octo- 
ber 25 and 26 in Lansing, Mich. At 
Lansing, Prosecuting Attorney Charles 
P. Taft 2d, will relieve Mr. Basler, who 
will return to Cincinnati. 


Taft to Join Party. 


Mr. Taft will accompany Elston to 
Chicago on. October 26 and 27: in St 
Louis on October 28; Indianapolis Oc- 
tober 29 and the party will return to 
Cincinnati on October 30. If there is 
enough time remaining before the case 
comes up for hearing, depositions will 
ad taken at Lexington and Louisville,

After receiving Remus’ plea of in- 
sanity today, Judge Shook ordered that 
a special panel of 50 veniremen be 
drawn and instructed to appear in 
court’ on November 7 as _ prospective 
jurors who will determine whether 
Remus is insane. 

Judge Shook announced the appoint- 
ment of Dr. Emerson A. North, Dr. A. 
E. Barber, superintendent of Long 
View Hospital, and Dr. David Wolf- 
stein as alienists who will examine Re- 
mus and report at the hearing. 

The Ohio law requires that nine of 
the twelve jurors in an insanity hear- 
ing must concur in the verdict. Should 
the jury find Remus to be insane the 
case will come to an abrupt closing 
and the one-time “king of bootleggers” 
will be sent to the State Insane Hos- 
pital at Lima, Ohio. If he is found to 
be sane, Remus will go to trial prob- 
ably November 14 for shooting to death 
in Eden Park an hour before their di- 
vorce case was to be heard the wife 
whom he charges with infidelity and 
robbing him of his fortune. 


Italy Forbids All 
Holidays or Speeches 


Rome, Oct. 18 (A.P.).—Holidays are 
to be abolished in Italy. Determined 
not to follow in the steps of imperial 
Rome with its many holidays, Premier 
Mussolini has proposed that speech- 
making and public celebrations be 
abolished and the council of ministers 
has enacted his proposal into a decree, 
so that the work of the people sHall not 
be interrupted. 

The order of the council read: “After 
November 6 and until a new order any 
ceremony, manifestation, celebration, 
inauguration, anniversaries great or 
small, centenaries as well as speeches of 
any kind are prohibited.”

PROGRAMS FOR FUTURE 


Cooperating With All New 
Things, Says Atterbury, 
in Air and on Land. 


PRAISES EMPLOYES’ AID 


Dallas, Tex., Oct. 18 (A.P.).—Sound- 
ing a note of optimism for the rail- 
roads of the United States, Gen. W. W. 
Atterbury, president of the. Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, declared in an adderss 
today: that the carriers were “looking 
forward and planning enormous pro- 
grams for the future.” 

“Investments aré made in confidence,” 
he told the National Association of 
Railroad and Utilities Commissioners, 
and the railroads are doing new things 

—‘‘they are cooperating with the air 
mail and air service. It is the job of 
the railroads to cooperate with ail new 
enterprises,” he declared. 

“Never before has there been such 
a period of prosperity,” Gen. Atter- 
bury continued. “Railroad earnings 
have improved,.and at the same time 
the service has been vastly improved. 

“Up to ten years ago there was no 
regular schedule of freight moved over 
the Pennsylvania System. Now 90 per 
cent of the:freight on our road runs 
on. regular schedule, and this is true 
also of all railroads in the United States. 

“Huge investments are responsible 
for this better service. We now are 
given proper returns on capital invest- 

. Men are paid higher wages, and 
last, but not least, our employes are co- 
operating, thus giving the best service 
with the least cost.” 

Referring to the question of valua- 
tion, he asserted that “a fair return 
on our investment is our chief concern, 
and this is purely a mathematical equa- 
tion.” The real question, he added, is 
“What are we actually able to pay on 
our investment?” He urged protection 
of rail rates from unwise reductions. 

J. J. Esch, chairman of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, declared 
he did not believe the advent of the 
automobile bus had resulted in reduc- 
ing carrier revenue. The carriers profit, 
he said, from the automobile in- 
dustry, in shipments of oil and gaso- 
line and other materials necessary to 
the industry.

Denver, Colo., Oct. 18 (A.P.).—Ap- 
proximately 4,000 miners today an- 
swered a strike call of the Industrial 
Workers of the World in Colorado coal 
fields. 

Suspension of work at several mines 
in northern Colorado occurred without 
disturbances, while in the southern 
section Sheriff Harry Capps, of Walsen- 
burg, investigated reports that I. W. 
W.’s had received a freight carload of 
rifles and ammunition and four car- 
loads of food in preparation for any 
possible emergency: Reports also were 
prevalent that the I, W. W. had nu- 
merous secret quarters in Walsenburg 
and that several bands were assembled 
in nearby hills. 

Eighteen pickets were arrested by 
Sheriff J. J. Marty, of Las Animas 
County, and they were lodged in jail 
at Trinidad.

SUSPENSION IS NOT DUE 


Louisville, Ky., Oct. 18 (A.P.).— 
Charges that his indictment at Cov- 
ington was a “frame-up” were made 
by George Griffin, Federal prohibition 
agent, when told of the action: of the 
Federal grand jury today. W. O. Mays, 
prohibition administrator, declared he 
would not suspend Griffin, and in a 
statement expressed confidence in the 
agent. 

“It’s a frame-up by the bootleggers,” 
Griffin said. He is in Louisville for en- 
forcement work and to appear as a wit- 
ness at liquor trials, but usually works 
out of Lexington. 

“There is no doubt in my mind but 
that certain parties were trying to 
bribe Griffin, but Griffin immediately 
reported this matter to his superiors in 
the Lousville office,” Mr. Mays’ state- 
ment said. He added that Griffin was 
regarded as strictly honest by his as- 
sociates, and that an investigation in 
the Wiedmann case at the time it came 
up disclosed no evidence that Griffin 
was connected with it in any way. 

Covington, Ky., Oct. 18 (A.P.).— 
Charged with conspiracy to obstruct 
justice in the Federal courts for a con- 
sideration of $20,000, George Griffin, 
acting deputy prohibition administra- 
tor, and son Claude Griffin, Richard 
Mullins and Albert St. Clair were in- 
dicted by the Federal grand jury here 
today. The indictment charged that 
the four entered into a conspiracy to 
keep witnesses away from court and 
conceal material evidence in the Gov- 
ernment’s case against the Widemann 
Brewing Co. for which they were to re- 
ceive $20,000. 

Frank Benton, attorney for. the 
Widemann Co., whose brewery. has been 
padlocked by Federal order, conveyed to 
District Attorney Sawyer Smith the in- 
formation upon which the indictment 
was primarily based. 

The true bill further charged that 
Claude Griffin, Mullins and St. Clair 
met at a Lexington, Ky., hotel, where 
they had conversations with several 
parties during the hearing of the Gov- 
ernment’s padlocking case against the 
brewery and attempted to collect the 
money. Several Department of Justice 
agents and a high Government official 
who were also at the hotel were alleged 
to have overheard some of the conver- 
sations. 

The Government now has a case 
against Charles Widemann, president, 
and several other officials of the com- 
pany, charging conspiracy to violate the 
national prohibition act.

This is a re- 
Sult of the Summerall and Magruder 
incidents, it was learned yesterday. 

Any doubt as to whether both incl- 
dents were displeasing to the President 
was removed yesterday when the Presi- 
dent made it definitely known that he 
recalled the Army chief of staff be- 
cause of the remarks on housing con- 
Ccitions attributed to him in the press.

Previously it had been explained on 
behalf of the President that the recall 
was ordered so that he could discuss 
the budget with Maj. Gen. Summerall. 


Reason Given for Recall. 


But the President went out of his 
Way yesterday to make known the real 
reason for the general’s recall. And in 
this was seen the President’s intention 
to deal vigorously with such incidents. 
Previously, the President had defended 
the administration against what had 
been reported in the press to be the 
general’s criticism. 

Only a few weeks before he had been 
called upon to reply to criticism of the 
Navy by Rear Admiral Magruder. The 
two incidents coming so close together 
were outwardly displeasing to the 
President. 

Tightening up of the regulations 
dealing with the public expressions of 
Army and Naval officers is with a view 
to stopping what is considered to be a 
growing tendency to meddle with mat- 
ters that affect the administration’s 
policy. 

All of the officers can make their 
views known through the proper mili- 
tary channels or when sought by mem- 
bers of Congress, but, it is pointed out, 
the President is called upon to take into 
account not only the recommendations 
for the Army and Navy, but those of 
countless other agencies of the Govern- 
ment, and when all of these views and 
recommendations are submitted it is for 
him to square them with the financial 
Outlay which the country can stand.

Cadets’ Leaders Deny Move 
Is Against Faculty’s War 
on Hazing. 


Lexington, Va., Oct. 18 (A.P.).—Quiet 
prevailed on the campus of the Vir- 
ginia Military Institute this evening, 
with their entire cadet corps on strike 
awaiting action of the board of visl- 


tors, in session here, on the move which 
students characterized as an orderly 
protest against the suspension for haz- 
ing of W. F. R.-Griffith, a senior. 

Through operation of the honor 
court, student organization, there has 
been no disorder, although there -were 
no military activities or classes today. 

Supt. W. H. Cocke, who has attempt- 
ed to eliminate hazing at the institu- 
tion, suspended Griffith for “reasons 
satisfactory to the superintendent,” 
pending meeting of the hoard of visi- 
tors, an announcement from his office 
said today. y 

Griffith is said to have broken an 
honor pledge against hazing and to 
have been identified by a freshman as 
“the man guilty of brutally hazing him 
at the first of this year.” 


Many Demerits Against Him. 


His record, given out by Col, William 
Couper as coming from the office of 
Supt. Cocke, showed that he was an 
excellent student, but that he had ac- 
cumulated demerits closely approach- 
ing the number requiring dismissal 
while in the second and third classes. 
When a second class man he is said to 
have been placed on the honor pledge 
by the cadets. 

Unfficial reports in Lexington today 
said that 39 students have been sus- 
pended or have withdrawn from the 
school since the beginning of the ses- 
sion, but this was not confirmed by the 
college authorities. It s stated offi- 
cially, however, that the man alleged 
to have identified Griffith for hazing 
has withdrawn. 

Student leaders today were quoted as 
saying that the strike was not directed 
at Supt. Cocke, but as a_ protest 
against the dismissal of Griffith. J. 
D, West, president of the senior class, 
was quoted in this particular, as was H. 
W. Morgan, of Washington, a cadet 
captain, the latter as announcing that 
the cadet corps was opposed to hazing 
and that the entire corps could not be 
responsible for the activities of a few 
men. 

Griffith was suspended yesterday and 
the general strike! today followed a pro- 
test meeting of the cadet corps last 
night. Meanwhile the faculty and of- 
ficers of the institution met and in- 
dorsed the administration. 

The probable effect of the'strike on 
the football games scheduled, ~ and 
especially the game with Maryland Uni- 
versity at Richmond Saturday, aroused 
considerable interest. It was stated

NEW ADDRESSES 
OF ARMY OF POTOMAC 


Dawes Plan Could Not Have 
Saved the South, He 
Tells Veterans. 


GRANT LAUDS GEN. MEADE 


No Dawes plan could ever have put 
the South back on its feet if it had 
won the Civil War, Postmaster General 
New told veterans of the Society of the 
Army of the Potomac at a banquet 


last night at Harvey's restaurant, held 
on the occasion of the forty-sixth an- 
nual reunion of the society. 

The South, he said, not only would 
have been bankrupt beyond recovery 
at the close of the war, but would have 
continued a purely agricultural section, 
and might have broken up into still 
smaller nationalities. 

Lieut. Col. U: S. Grant 3d paid 
tribute to Gen. Meade, whose statue will 
be unveiled today in the Botanic Gar- 
dens. Senator Porter H. Dale, of Ver- 
mont, spoke. Other speakers were 
Maj. Gen. John L. Clem, president of 
the Society of the Army of the Cum- 
berland; Winfield Scott, Commissioner 
of Pensions, and Henry L. Redfield. 
The Rev. James Shera Montgomery, 
chaplain of the House of Representa-, 
tives, pronounced the benediction. 

Charles A. Shaw, president, declared 
the society is passing rapidly. Since 
the last reunion in Boston in 1924, he 
said, there have been 73 deaths in the 
society’s ranks, bringing the member~- 
ship down to 167.

Tis | as we proclaimed with our | 
last breath yesterday, we are to 
devote our column to requested 
recipes, and the first on our list comes 
from a friend who wishes to know 
whether we have ever heard of yellow 
pickled cabbage such as our ‘grand- 
mothers used to make. And yes, we 
have; we have as a matter of fact, pos- 
sibly the very recipe of which this 
friend writes, for it comes from a little 
sdokbook of tiny type which was printed 
ust before the middle eighties, and 

t you may enjoy the fashion in 
which recipes of that day were given 
we shall print it here in our column 
just as they appear in this little vol- 
ume. 


Yellow Pickled Cabbage. 


“This recipe recommends ttself as 
of delightful. flavor, yet easily made, 
and a convenient substitute for the old- 
fashioned, tedious method of pickling 
the same vegetable. Take a peck of 
quartered cabbage, put a layer of cab- 
bage and one of salt, let it remain 
over night; in the morning squeeze 
them and put all on the fire, with four 
chopped onions which are covered with 
vinegar; boil for an hour, then add 
one ounce of turmeric, one gill of black 
pepper, one gill of celery seed, a few 
cloves, one tablespoonful of alispice, @ 
few pieces of ginger, a half ounce of 
mace and two pounds of brown sugar. 
- Bet it boil an hour longer. When cold 
it is fit for use. Four tablespoonfuls 
of made mustard should be added with 
the other ingredients.” 


-Here, Mrs. Peter, is a pudding which 
you may find unusual. I am rather 
enjoying the strange fact that I had 
for you a recipe to fit your need of 
an “unusual” one, which is called 
“Judge Peter’s Pudding,” and comes to 
us from a Mrs. Siebert, of the far State 
of Nevada. 


J udge. Peter’s Pudding. 


1 ounce gelatin. 
2 oranges. 


10 ‘English walnuts. 
244 cupfuls sugar. 


Dissolve the gelatin in a pint of cold 
water, add the sugar, dissolved in a 
quart of boiling water, and juice of the 
lemons. Let it stand for a few min- 
utes, then strain and when partly cool 
stir in all the fruit cut in small pieces. 
Pour into molds to harden, and serve

Worcestershire sauce. 

Make a cream sauce with the butter, 
flour and milk, and season with salt to 
taste. Add additional seasoning to taste 
with the Worcestershire sauce, catsup 
and dry mustard, adding the last very 
carefully that it does not lump. Add 
the anchovy paste, also to taste, and 
cook until smooth. Add hard-boiled 
eggs cut in small pieces and serve on 
thin slices of buttered toast from which 
the crusts have been removed.

Answer—It is, of course, natural to 
have a few lines over the knuckles, but 
I am sure that you could help this 
condition. Alcohol, however, would be 
too drying for the skin. What you 
need is a good softening cream. Al- 
most any emollient cream would an- 
swer this purpose. Rub it well into the 
hands, especially at night and, at least 
for a while, wear loose cotton gloves 
during the sleeping hours. It would 
also be helpful to give the hinds an 
Oil soak several times a week. To do 
this, partially fill a fingerbowl with 
warm olive oil and soak the hands 
therein forsten minutes. You can use¢ 
one bowl for each hand. This same 
treatment, by the way, is excellent for 
rough elbows. .

Stand erect, rise to the balls of the 
toes, then bend the knees and lower 
the body until the weight rests on the 
back of the heels.

This really does amaze me, for why 
should a woman who is going to adopt 
a child want to make any announce- 
ment about it? It would seem to be 
almost as personal a matter as having 
a baby arrive in the usual way, and that 
one doesn’t announce, except to an 
anxious family and friends, unless a 
small paragraph appears in the’ papers 
for the benefit of faraway relatives. 
Sometimes I have had letters asking 
me how a large circle of acquaintances 
could be informed, “now that sending 
the baby’s card has gone out?” Send- 
ing a baby’s card never was “in,” as far 
as fashion was concerned; it was a 
great general, but never a smart cus- 
tom. People related to the family or 
intimate with the family knew the 

th because they were interested. The 

amily never thought it in the least 
necessary to notify outsiders. So in this 
case, if a lady intends to adopt a child, 
she may have to go through with for- 
malities to make it legal, but not to 
make it a social event. 

In her place I should be satisfied 
with telling my nearest and dearest, 
and I should let other people find it 
out gradually. There is, at any rate, 
no correct form, sanctioned by eti- 
quette. We should have to invent one; 
and I doubt if it would be used enough 
to make it worth while. I think it is 
a beautiful thing to adopt a child; a 
fine ambition to make a happy life—or 
a life as happy as one can make it— 
for some poor little creature whose ap- 
pearance in the world has been less 
than usually fortunate. But.I don’t 
think one need be worried about the 
social importance of it. Indeed, very 
few social customs have much social 
importance in society, except those 
rooted in consideration and common 
sense. You’d he surprised to know how 
little any other reason has to do with 
the behavior of the best people. And 
here, where the’ main point is that a 
new life is going to be cared for and 
started in pleasant surroundings (as 
I’m thinking it is), it doesn’t seem to 
make much difference how the neigh- 
bors hear of it.

RELATIONSHIP OF BIRTH AND 
DEATH RATES. 

T is the relationship between the 
I birth and the death rate, and not 
either of these alone, which is of 
interest to people who think about na- 
tional racial supremacy. We spend 
much money and we use brains in re- 
ducing death rates, but reducing a 
death rate is nothing more than post- 
poning te average age at death for a 
group of people. In time all must die. 
A high birth rate means nothing but 
trouble and expense if it goes hand in 
hand with a proportionately high death 
rate. Therefore the real question to 
have the answer for is: What is the re- 
lationship between the birth rate and 
the death rate? 


In a recent study made by Methorst 
it was found that Guatemala was in- 
creasing its population faster than uny 
other of a list of 55 countries by reason 
of excess of births over deaths. Its ex- 
cess was 19.9 per 1,000 population, but 
Russia was a close second, having an 
increase of 19,5. 

The rank of other prominent coun- 
tries was: Mexico, fourth; Holland, 
eighth; Canada, eleventh; Australia, 
thirteenth; Poland, fourteenth; New 
Zealand, fifteenth; Panama, eighteenth; 
Norway, twentieth; Japan, twenty-sec- 
ond; United States, twenty-fourth; Den- 
mark, twenty-fifth; Italy, twenty-sixth; 
Scotland, twenty-seventh; Czechoslo- 
vakia, thirty-first; Prussia, thirty-sec- 
ond; England and Wales, thirty-third; 
North Ireland, thirty-sixth; Sweden, 
forty-first; Switzerland, forty-sixth; 
South Ireland, fifty-first; Austria, &ity- 
second, and France, fifty-fifth. 

Separate tables for birth and death 
rates show that Russia has the highest 
of all birth rates—42.6—while it ranks 
tenth in its death rate of 23.1. Japan 
ranks twelfth in its birth rate and 
eighth in its death rate. Poland is 
thirteenth in its birth rate and nine- 
teenth in its death rate. Mexico is sev- 
enteenth in birth rate, fifty-ninth- in 
death rate; Italy, twenty-fifth in birth 
rate and twenty-sixth in death rate; 
Czechoslovakia, twenty-seventh and 
twenty-third; Panama, thirty-first and 
forty-fifth; Holland, thirtieth and fifty- 
first; Canada, thirty-second and fifty- 
third; Australia, thirty-fourth and 
fifty-fourth; Prussia, thirty-sixth and 
thirty-second; United States, thirty- 
eighth and forty-fourth; North Ireland, 
fortieth and thirty-third; England and 
Wales, forty-eighth and forty-sixth; 
France, fifty-third and twenty-fourth; 
Switzerland, fifty-third and forty-~-sec- 
ond; South Ireland, fifty-fourth and 
thirty-fourth . 

Most of the nations that have a low 
birth rate keep themselves well on the 
right side of the ledger by keeping 
their death rate down. Switzerland 
keeps itself moderately secure in that 
way. .But France and South Ireland 
are seriously endangered by coprbina-
